The 8enate Repeals Confeder-
ate Disabilities.

Without a Dissenting Vote Republicans
and Democrats Allke Urge 1t—In the
Honse & Beeolution to Open the Bouth

WasHINGTON, Dec. 24.—The Senato
to-dsy presented s Christmas present
to the South, as Mr. HIll, of New York,
apily charscterizad the bill repealirg
the prospective dieabilities, passed at
the close of the war, agalnst the service
of ex-Confederates In the United States
army or navy. The passage of such a
repeal, without a dissenting vote In a
Senate having a Republican pluralisy,
and with Northern Senators taking tho
initiative, lent a gracefulness and sig-
nificance to the action in marked con-
trasd with the former war controver-
gies in Congress,

The Southern Senators, with the ex-
ception of Mr. Danlel, of Virginia, took
no part in urging vhe repeal, and sovoral
of tham, {ncluding Mr. Walthsll and
Mr. Cockrell, who sorved in the Confed-
orate ranks, voted for a posipomement
by reference to commlittee. - But with
such champioss on the Republican side
of the chamber as Messra. Chandler.,
Hawley and Platt, and on the other side
a8 Mr. Hill and Mr. Voorhees, the ro-~
pesl was readily accomplished. In the
two houra given to Bpeeches on the
menasure there was the fulleas express-
ion ot a desire to bury war animosi-
ties,

The Fenate did little beyond debating
and psasing thls bill. Mr. Allon offered
a reaolution, which waa referred, urglng
s Latin American union, in which all
the republics of the western hemisphore
would wake common cause against Bu-
ropean oncroschmaenta.

Mr. HUll, In lntreducing the proscrip-
tive repeal bill, said 1t would be & most
fluslog and generous Christmas present
1o the men of the South.

Mr. Sherman (Rep., 0.) suggested
that thers should be committes aosion,
“I will vote for this bill,"” sald Mr. Shor-
man.

WasummeToN, Dao. 24.—The Soanker
Iald before the House to day a letter
from the Beorstary of the Interlor trans-
mitting a reply to Dalegate Iiynn's
resolution, asking the reasons for delay
in the allotment of landa on the Wichita
reservation tothe Indians and the open-
ing of the surplus land to settlemont.
‘The Seorotary shows that the lands oo
cupled by the Wichita Indians are part
of what I8 known as the Ieased dlstrlet
ceded by the Choctaws and Ohlckasaws
to the United States. There is, the
Becretary shows, a difference of opinion

a8 to whether tLe Choctaws and Chicka=
saws conveyed to the Unlted States an
absoluto title to the lands, or if ihey
ceded them only for the purposs of al-
lowing them to be used to be located
upon.

The matter ie now before the court
of clalms for adjudication and the sec-
retary save he has delayed suggesting
to the Presidens the sppolntment of
alloiting agents on account of dlsad-
vantagesa which might acerue from hav-
ing allottments made and she surplus
lands thrown open to settlemont batore
the claim of the Choctaws and Chick-
nanws I8 adjusted. The litigationbefore
the court of clsims certainly involves
the title of the lands to be allotted as
wall aé the lands to be opened.

As to the loquiry whether any o! the
Secrotary'sa connections or relations by
blood or marrisge are acting as ate
torneys for the Indians or any party or
any parties interested in delaylng the
opening ot the same to saettlemens, tho
Secrotary says: ‘‘Anarew A. Lipcomb,
of Washington, {g the husband of a
second cousin of my wite. He is one of
the counsel for the Wichitas growing
out of the claim of the Choctaws and
Chickasaws for the ravieionary interest
in the land ccoupied by the Wichitas. I
atttach a copy of the contract made by
the Wichitas with thelr attornays.

It will be seen the compenssation of
the counsel for the Wichitas is to be a
percentage of the money received from
the tale of the land in case it ia decided
that the Choctaws and Chickasaws have
no revislonary Interest in those lands.
I am not aware of any intereat which
the coungel for the Wichitas can have
in delaying the allotment and sale of
the surplus lands. No one has ever sug-
gested nn interest or a desire on their
part or thelr clients' part for delay. No
connectlon or rolation by blood or mar-
riage of mine {s acting as atiornay for
Any party or parties interested in de-
layiog the opening of the landa to set:
tlemont. No party or parties I have
placed in the Interior Department have
interposed an objection to the full exe-

It way also decided %o advanoo carpeb
goode to the McKinley bill rates, but
other products of wool will rewsin at
60 per cent. of the McKinloy tariff ac-
cordin: to the agrocmens of yesterday.
The other chapbge was to oxempt sugar
from the provisions ot the clause for a
horizontal advance of 15 par osant.
Lumbor will remain, as was docided
yestarday,at 60 per cont, of the MceKin-
ley duty.

In the bond bill the principal issue as
uged will be a change of the rate of in-
terest nuthorized by the act of 1875, of
four ver cent, to vhree per coat., and bo
bonda that will ba payable at the option
of the Government after three JOArSs.
The rate of Interest for the one-year
troasury certificates of (ndebtedness
will be raised from twopar cent,to three
per cent.  This bill will slso provide.
for the temporary isolation of the green-
backs, 8o thas they will be held separate
in the treasury and nos fncluded with
the general adsels of the (lovarnment,

Several {mportant considerations
operated to bring about changss in the
tariff bill. There has been little doubt
from the beginning that sugar would be
exempted from whatever tarifl changes
that were made, because sny attempis
to alter the schedule would give rige to
compllcations. Tho declsion to drop
farm products and aatile from the list of
duties to bo advanced will eause much
dissppointment among the Western men;
but 80 muoh trouble nroee over the sote
t'ement of the item that it was thought
beat to droo thelr conslderation,

An elfort was made to have lron and
sleel aod thelr produsts given an ad-
vanes but it mot the opposition of the
Wastern men and was abandoned. [is
abandonment had sumething to do with
the dropping of tha live atock and cereal
advances contomplated, The iron and
steel intorests argued that they should
be equally favared with the farmers,

Membera of the commiites state em—
phatically that the bills ero not In-
tondetl in any way to reprosens Repuba-
lican policles on the tariff or Anange;
they aro merely tomporary expedients
Lo meet an emergency, the Republicans
bolding the emorgency ia caused by an
insufcient incomo o6f revenue. — Mr.
Dingley had a conference to-day with
Becretary Carlisle over tho bills.

To-morrow both billd will be consid-
ared atn moeting which mombers of the
commltion will attend.
